Van¬ 
couver and Seattle and brought about 
the establishment of the famous "Tri¬ 
angle" service which links up the 
three port* within an elfbtv-mlle 
radius of each other and which owe 
their progress largely to the operation

CAPTAIN J. W. TROUP 

THE PASSING OF CAPTAIN J. W. 

* Troup will occasion widespread regret, not only 
in Canada but also in many circle, south of the in¬ 
ternational boundary line, since in many respects he 
was an outstanding international figure. There an 
eery few. if any, men of action who have contributed 
•o decisively to the development of the Pacific North- 
Wtat. or who have left to inspiring a memory of suc- 
ccMful constructive effort, as this far-sighted, enterpris¬ 
ing and resolute man who, starting a, a deck-hand 
on a Columbia River steamer, became the trusted 


the flag of one of the greatest transportation com¬ 
panies in the world. 

Elsewhere in The Times to-day will be found 
■ comprehensive account of Captain Troup's career. 
There it i, recorded how, springing from a long line 
of sailors and river steamboatmen. he became a mem¬ 
ber of a crew of a Columbia River freighter at Port¬ 
land when a mere youth: how his adaptability, skill 
and courage wen him advancement and eventually a 
reputation which extended beyond the purlieus of the 
Columbia and attracted the attention of important 
transportation interests in British Columbia. It it 
more than fifty year, since Captain Troup first visited 
Victoria preliminary to associating himself with a 
company operating a steamship service on the Fraser 
River, which old timers will remember at the Can¬ 
adian Pacific Navigation Company. Subsequently 
he was engaged in transportation in the Kootenay and 
finally, after the Canadian Pacific Railway Com¬ 
pany had acquired the interests of the principal com¬ 
pany operating tho British Columbia coastal service,, 
became die head of what afterward, wa, the B.G 
Coast Steamship Service. 

It is now just thirty year, aince Captain Troup 
auumed tha management of the coast steamship es¬ 
tablishment of the Canadian Pacific Railway Com¬ 
pany. and within that period he effected a transfor¬ 
mation which in the scope and character^ of the 
aerrice, involved probably is without parallel in the 
records of the Pacific Coart. While it is true that 
Bona of his plana could have been carried out without 
the approval of the Canadian Pacific Railway Com. 
pany’a directorate, it it equally true that not only 
did he originate the policy of expantion which fol¬ 
lowed hi, appointment a, manager of the company's 
coart rteamthip service, but by hi, insistence and en¬ 
thusiasm he virtually forced the company to adopt hi, 
recommendations. It is no secret that the president of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Company, then Sir 
Thomas Shaughnessy, and his board, authorized the 
construction of the ferry steanuhip Princess Victoria 
with the greatest reluctance, anticipating a heavy low 
on operation. On hi, part Captain Troup staked hi, 
whole career, for if the foreboding, of the company', 
executive were realized he would have been down 
and out. 

The sequel to this rather critical situation, how. 
ever, is well known. The Princess Victoria became 
a big success, so much so, in fact, that Shaughnessy 
and his directors instructed Captain Troup to build 
• bigger and better vessel. Incidentally, they had 
made a gratifying discovery. They found that in the 
manager of their coastal service here they had a man 
who posseued the rare combination of far-ranging 
viaioo. technical knowledge, sound business judgment 
and dynamic capacity for getting things done well. 
Such combinations are rare, even in the great Can¬ 
adian Pacific Railway, and the company chic ha ins 
in Montreal knew it very well. The growth of the 
coast service under Captain Troup’s direction is com¬ 
paratively recent history and therefore needs no • 
elaboration here. 

It is impossible to overestimate the results of this 
expansion in their relation to the material progress of 
British Columbia. It stimulated traffic, necessitating 
the extension of numerous other services, the erection 
of hotels, the building of great docks and freight and 
passenger depots, while many : industries oyred their 
origin and perpetuation to the new era upon which 
Captain Troup had rung up the curtain. 

Victoria'a regret over the pawing of Captain 
Troup will be deepened by the recollection ef the 
tireless practical interest he has shown in the city's 
welfare since it became his home more than thirty 
year, ago. Apart from its appreciation of his many 
fine personal qualities, we recall that it was his in¬ 
fluence which kept this port a, tho headquarter, of 
the Canadian Pacific Coart Steamship Service. An 
exprewion of the city', recognition of Captain Troup', 
very effective contribution to its program wa* given in 
n public function shortly before hi, retirement a few 
years ago, an occasion which he was proud to pro¬ 
claim aa one of the high-water marks of his career. 
To Mrs. Troup and her family The Time, offer, 
an exprewion of its sincere sympathy in their low, in 
the certainty that in this respect it can speak for the 
a ommua ity aa a whole.

It is all the more astonish¬ 
ing that he should have carried off the premier wheat 
honors last year, and again this year, because for 
many months he has been handicapped with very in¬ 
different health. To his wife, however, he attributed 
hit tuccew in 1930, at for sever*! month, of that 
year he wa, only able to do work of a light nature. 

We get e glimpw of Trelle', affection for the 
area in which he ha, won fame from the fact that on 
many occasion, since hi, victory at Chicago in 1926 
he has been approached by large colonization enter¬ 
prises in the United States, with attractive offers for 
hU services, but k kevgtqH it will take a good deal 
to lure him from nis Wembley farm. He and his per¬ 
sistent experimental work will now be more of an in¬ 
spiration than evtr to the pioneers who are opening 
up this great producing area of the Canadian west. 

IN OPERATION TO MORROW 

<v 

O NE OF CANADA'S MOST INFLUEN- 
tial Conservative newspapers. The Montreal 
Star, has given Mr. Winston Churchill a piece of 
ita editorial mind for trying to embarrass the National 
Government while the Statute of Westminster was in 
committee for second reading. It will be remem¬ 
bered that .he demanded an amendment seeking to 
prevent the' Wish Free State from tearing up the 
treaty of 1922 which created that Dominion. He 
persuaded forty-nine other, to vote with him; but it 
wa, overwhelmingly defeated, of course, end the 
Montreal newspaper says hi, attack on the bill "is 
a fair measure of the distance to which Mr. Churchill 
and hi, rampant group of malcontent, will go to 
embarrass a government of which he is—conspicu¬ 
ously—not a member.” 

As The Star points out, the Statute of West¬ 
minster is merely the keeping of a pledge which the 
British government gave to the representative, of the 
Oversea, Dominions at the Imperial Conference of 
1926, and which was confirmed at the conference 
which Mr. Bennett attended last year. To have 
broken it now, our Montreal contemporary observes, 
would have been “a serious end dangerous breach of 
faith." There never was any danger of the British 
government not keeping faith: but "the irresponsible 
Churchill,'' as The Star calls him, evidently could 
not restrain his reactionary tendencies. 

The Statute of Westminster now has gone on 
to the statute books of Great Britain and will be¬ 
come effective to-morrow. It remove, the lart re¬ 
maining legal anomalies which hitherto qualified, a, 
far a, the strict letter of imperial relationship wa, 
concerned, the equality of statu, which for some time 
previously the Dominions had enjoyed as a matter of 
practice. The famous Balfour report ef 1926. 
hailed by all the important newspapers of Britain a, 
a "great state document,” contained the following 
definition of the mutual relation of Great Britain and 
the Dominions: "They are autonomous Communities 
within the British Empire, equal in status, in no way 
subordinate one to another in any aspect of their 
domestic or external affairs, though united by a com¬ 
mon allegiance to the Crown, and freely associated 
as member, of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations.” 

The report pointed out that the existing admin¬ 
istrative. legislative, and judicial forms were not 
wholly in accord with this definition, but this was in¬ 
evitable, since most of these forms dated back to a 
time considerably antecedent to the stage of con¬ 
stitutional development then reached. The statute 
which will become operative to-morrow, therefore, 
does away with the anomalous forms, repealing not¬ 
ably the Colonial Laws Validity Act, which left the 
British Parliament with the authority to disallow any 
Dominion measure which it felt conflicted with an 
imperial statute. While this authority, of course, 
was looked upon as a dead letter, it remained all 
the same. Legislation also affecting Dominion ship¬ 
ping now will he dealt with by the Dominion Parlia¬ 
ments as they think fit, instead of by the imperial 
Parliament. Indeed, no act pasted by the British 
House in future will apply to the Dominions, except 
by their request and conaent. 

The Statute of Westminster does not affect the 
British North America Act, which is an imperial 
statute, but it provides that when the provinces of 
Canada have made up their minds what changes they 
would like made in it, a petition from the Dominion 
to Westminster will be followed by the desired action 
a, a matter of course. To all intents and purposes, 
however, all that the (federation of 1926 means 
now has been written into law.
